NQUILIZING DRUGS” 
what are they?

Leonard Rauwolf, a German botanist 
and physician. Rauwolf reported his 
findings in 1582.1 A genus of these 
plants have been named in honor of 
Dr. Rauwolf, of which there are ap- 
proximately fifty known species. 

The use of the Rauwolfia plants in 
medicine is also very old, and they 
were utilized in the treatment of an- 
xiety diseases for many years. During 
recent times, since the 1930's, crude ex- 
tracts of the Rauwolfia roots have been 
used in India? as sedatives and hypo- 
tensive drugs. Thus, one can see that 
these drugs are not actually new. It is 
their refinement, newer applications, 
and better understanding of their 
value which are of more recent origin. 

Since the American public was first 
exposed to the horrors and benefits of 
these drugs, myriads of them have been 
placed in the hands of the practition- 
ers—many of them for over-the-counter 
retail sales. While all these drugs are 
termed “tranquilizers,” few actually 
fulfill this formula. For the most part 
these drugs should be termed “‘relax- 
ants.” A better term for the true tran- 
quilizers is “‘ataraxic” drugs, which at 
present are being utilized to alleviate

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certain symptoms of neuroses and 
psychoses, and certain tension-stress 
conditions. 


There are two rather large categories 
into which we can classify “tranquiliz- 
ers.” First, there are the drugs used for 
severe disease states, and these are the 
Rauwolfia alkaloids (reserpine) and 
chlorpromazine.* The second group is 
represented by the synthetic meproba- 
mates, used for milder disease states 
which may be under treatment. Of 
these, the anxiety state is one which is 
frequently encountered in the dental 
office; the primary symptom is that of 
tension, found in many new denture 
and surgical patients. 

The ataraxic drugs are indicated for 
hypertension, emotional-environmental 
stress, anxiety, excitability, nervous- 
ness, tension, or apprehension. Since 
we encounter both physical and. psychic 
stress-tension states in the dental pa- 
tient, these drugs could prove to be 
rather important adjuncts to our treat- 
ment plan. 


Depressant Action 


All of the drugs have a central nerv- 
ous system depressant action. In addi- 
tion, the meprobamates have a muscle- 
relaxant action,® and appear to have 
as their site of action the long inter- 
neuronal circuits; this action is promi- 
nent in the circuits between the cere- 
bral cortex, thalmus, and hypothal- 
mus.* The action is apparently one of 
blocking all abnormal stimuli in situ, 
and its selectiveness appears to attain 
its zenith at the level of the thalmus, 
more than at the other sites. At the 
same time the functions of the auto- 
nomic nervous system are not affected. 

In contrast to this, the reserpine and 
chlorpromazime derivatives appear to 
affect the autonomic nervous system. 
This also serves as their site of action 
and many times causes undesirable af- 
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fects upon the autonomic nervous sys- 
tem, such as slowing of the heart rate. 

Three of the more prominent phar- 
macologic properties are of interest. 
The drugs produce a feeling of well-be- 
ing, have an anti-convulsant action, 
and elicit a muscle-relaxant action.’ 
The meprobamates exhibit all three of 
the above properties, while the other 
drugs are compounded with various 
muscle relaxants in order to yield this 
desirable property. As one can readily 
see, the three actions are of some im- 
portance in many dental procedures. 
Any one of the three properties is cer- 
tain to make these procedures a good 
deal easier and faster because of en- 
hanced patient cooperation. 


Dental Application 


Some of more specific applications 
in dentistry have recently been report- 
ed. Jacobs® suggested the use of atar- 
axics in temporo-mandibular joint dis- 
turbances. They are also used for ex- 
tensive operative and surgical proced- 
ures and alleviate muscle strain and 
trismus due to lengthy procedures.® 
Many prosthodontists have utilized the 
drugs for apprehensive women in meno- 
pause who require dentures at a 
somewhat unfavorable time in life. 
The ataraxics appear to improve the 
psychological outlook of patients in 
this category. 

As reported in recent medical liter- 
ature, the toxicity of the reserpine and 
chlorpromazine derivatives have pro- 
duced states of depression, jaundice, 
dryness of the mouth, diarrhea, night- 
mares, nasal congestion, and weight 
gain.7§ Tuteur’ recently reported sev- 
enteen deaths in patients who devel- 
oped agranulocytosis, out of a possible 
four million people in the United 
States who have been exposed to chlor- 
promazine. On the other hand, the me- 
probamates are reported to be about 
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four to five times less toxic than most 
barbiturates. Berger,? however, reports 
a few cases of angioneurotic edema 
with increased body temperature and 
drowsiness in a few cases of high dos- 
age with the initiation of therapy. No 
tendency to addiction or withdrawal 
symptoms has been thus far reported 
with any of the meprobamate drugs.*

is indicated. In the ataraxic drugs the 
dental practitioner will find an agent 
with many potentialities for helping 
to obtain better patient cooperation 
and lessen the tension—apprehension 
states which we encounter in many pro- 
cedures. 

Most important of all, though, we 
must not place dental patients on these

Summary 


A new class of medicinal agents is 
available to the dental practitioner in 
answer to the long search for an ideal 
sedative. These new agents come to us 
in the form of the ataraxics, which 
yield tranquility and peace of mind. 

These drugs are generally indicated 
in the same manner for which the old- 
er sedatives have been utilized. They 
have an advantage over the convention- 
al sedatives in that they are not habit 
forming nor do they produce a cloudy 
consciousness. 

There are two large groups of drugs 
from which to choose the ideal agents 
for our specific use. Of these, the me- 
probamate derivatives appear to be the 
agent of choice when dealing with the 
dental patient where an ataraxic drug

ACCREDITATION, 
CERTIFICATION 


at second conference 


On March 9, representatives of the 
American Dental Association and the 
National Association of Dental Lab- 
oratories met at the Hotel Statler in 
Washington, D.C.; this was the second 
of a series of conferences at which 
problems relating to the certification 
and accreditation of dental laboratory 
technicians and dental laboratories are 
being studied. Mr. Nathan Cooper, 
president of the National Association 
of Dental Laboratories, presided. At 
the close of the conference, the con- 
ferees issued the following statement: 


Certification Agreement 


“Representatives of the two associa- 
tions readily arrived at agreement on 
the importance of developing a cer- 
tification program to identify, recog- 
nize and recruit dental laboratory tech- 
nicians. The educational standards for 
such a certification program are to be 
established by the American Dental 
Association with the full consultation 
and cooperation of the National Asso- 
ciation of Dental Laboratories. 

In designing such a program it was 
agreed that consideration should be 
given to establishing a general knowl- 
edge certificate for the qualified dental 
laboratory technician, with such divi- 
sional certificates as would subsequent- 
ly be agreed upon as the ‘result of 
further technical discussions between 
the two associations. 

“In establishing the certification pro- 


gram, representatives of the two asso- 
ciations decided that consideration 
should be given to designating ‘charter 
members’ and to utilizing a system of 
‘waivers’ which would recognize den- 
tal laboratory technicians essential to 
certification procedures without formal . 
examination requirements. The details 
of the charter and waiver provisions 
will be developed in further discussions 
between the two associations. 

“Representatives of the two associa- 
tions agreed to establish two working 
parties in order to carry on the tech- 
nical discussions indicated in the areas 
of agreement. The first of these work- 
ing parties, composed of three repre- 
sentatives from each association, will 
develop a joint recommendation on the 
educational aspects of the certification 
program while the second working par- 
ty will devote itself to the preparation 
of a joint recommendation on the ad- 
ministrative aspectseof the certification 
program. 


April Conference 


“These recommendations will be pre- 
sented at the next conference of the 
two associations to be held on April 
13 in Chicago. It was also agreed that 
the working parties and the next con- 
ference will give priority consideration 
to the development of the certification 
program for dental laboratory tech- 
nicians since its design may be directly 
related to the further development of 
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American Dental Association participants in the 
recent A.D.A.-N.A.D.L. Conference on the Prob- 
lems Relating to the Certification and Accredita- 
tion of Dental Laboratory Technicians and Dental 
Laboratories.

It is generally agreed that correct use 
of a good toothbrush is the most im- 
portant measure in home care of the 
mouth. Experimental evidence and 
clinical experience both support this 
view. 

Although it is obvious clinically that 
caries are most likely to occur on chron- 
ically unclean tooth surfaces, controlled 
experimental evidence substantiating 
this impression is lacking. Fosdick,! 
however, found that the incidence of 
new dental caries could be lowered by 
brushing the teeth with a dentifrice im- 
mediately after each meal. 

The beneficial effect of the tooth- 
brush on the health of the periodontal 
tissues is more clearly established. Stahl 
et al,2 and Robinson and Kitchin? 
have shown by histologic methods an 
increase in the keratinization of the 
surface of gingival tissue through the 
use of the toothbrush. Such keratiniza- 
tion may increase the resistance of gin- 
givae to injury.* 

Coolidge and Hine’® describe a clin- 
ical experiment with a group of young 
adults: who were instructed to brush 
only one side of their mouths. Some of 
the participants developed a gingivitis 
on the unbrushed side within two 


weeks, while the brushed side remained 
healthy. 

Most periodontists contend that mas- 
sage with the toothbrush, even in the 
presence of gingivitis and periodontitis, 
constitutes a valuable part of the treat- 
ment.® Those who disagree do so for 
the greater part on the basis of theoret- 
ical considerations rather than on evi- 
dence. 

Beube? demonstrated the value of 
massage by a clinical experiment. The 
teeth of a group of patients with mar- 
ginal gingivitis, apparently due to lo- 
cal irritants, were scaled daily for sev- 
eral weeks. During this time the teeth 
and gingivae on only one side received 
cleaning and massage with a_ tooth 
brush technique as taught to the pa- 
tient. At the conclusion of the experi- 
ment this side only was free of gingivi- 
tis. 

Although the dental profession recog- 
nizes that the toothbrush properly used 
is a very important therapeutic agent, 
there is less agreement as to the kind 
of toothbrush which should be used. 
Toothbrush recommendations, for the 
most part, have been based on clinical 
impressions, personal preference, or 
theoretical considerations. Experimen-

tal evidence in support of toothbrush 
preferences has been scanty. One rea- 
son for this is that the results of studies 
of the comparative clinical effectiveness 
of toothbrushes are difficult to inter- 
pret, while laboratory investigations of- 
ten fail to reproduce clinical condi- 
tions. Arch form, size of mouth, muscle 
tonus, state of periodontal health, miss- 
ing teeth, manual dexterity, coopera- 
tiveness of the patient, and other pa- 
tient variables complicate most clinical 
studies. 

Although it is unlikely that one kind 
of toothbrush will be best for all, it 
should be possible to recommend one 
which is well suited for most people. 
Comparison of nylon and natural bris- 
tle toothbrushes has been made in a 
number of instances.*.§.9.1° Apparently, 
nylon is more durable, retains its resil- 
iency better, and is more uniform in 
hardness. In a series of clinical brush- 
ing experiments, Wade® found nylon 
filaments possessed superior physical 
properties and outlasted natural bris- 
tles. 

Hine, Wachtl, and -Fosdick!® found 
that natural bristle toothbrushes pro- 
duced superior cleansing effects in a 
laboratory investigation in which coat- 


ed artificial test surfaces were scrubbed 
with standardized toothbrushes. It 
would be interesting to determine 
whether patients would obtain the 
same results. 

One serious obstacle in arriving at a 
specification for the most effective size 
and hardness of bristle to use is the 
variation in hardness which exists in 
toothbrushes marked with a given hard- 
ness value—as for example “medium.” 
There is no generally accepted mean- 
ing for such brush designations as 
“soft,” “medium,” or “hard.” By ac- 
tual test Hine!! showed that the stiff- 
ness of bristles of well known brands of 
brushes purchased on the market var- 
ied considerably. This was true even 
with toothbrushes of the same brand 
and texture. The report also stated 
that nylon toothbrushes were more uni- 
form than those with natural bristles. 

Phillips and Swartz!? conducted a 
laboratory study to determine wheth- 
er the size of filament used in nylon 
toothbrushes has any effect on the abil- 
ity of the brush to polish or dull the 
enamel surface when a given polishing 
or abrading agent is used. Tooth- 
brushes, each having one of seven dif- 
ferent diameters of bristles, were tested. 


_Dr. Donald A. Wallace is professor of applied materia medica and therapeu- 
tics, University of Illinois College of Dentistry. 
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No significant difference in the final 
luster nor in the rate of luster produc- 
tion was noted. 

Most recommendations on_ tooth- 
brush design and size appear to be ex- 
pressions of individual or group pre- 
ference.*:§:13-19 Agreement has _ been 
reached only on the specification that 
the brushing surface and the handle 
should be straight. 

Hirschfeld,'* Coolidge and Hine® 
recommend a toothbrush which has 
bristles of medium hardness, with two 
or three rows of tufts crosswise and six 
to eight rows lengthwise; these tufts 
should be uniform in height, and the 
brush should have a straight handle. 
Smith'* and Bell’® believe that the 
most satisfactory toothbrush is one 
which has fine flexible bristles trimmed 
to uniform length so as to present a flat

Testing of Toothbrush Types 


A pilot study designed to investigate 
the effect of different types of tooth- 
brushes on gingival health is described 
by Hiniker and Forscher.?° Five types 
of toothbrushes were included: 
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pany, and the Amurol Products Company. 


intelligent young men who had had no 
special instruction in toothbrushing. 
The toothbrushes were of high quality 
and rational design. 

Specifications of the four brushes are 
shown in Table 1. All the brushes had 
plastic handles and all except the 
three-row brush had tufts of equal 
length. In the latter case, tufts in the 
center row were slightly shorter, and 
the length of the tufts in each row in- 
creased gradually from handle end to 
tip end. Thus, the three rows of tuft 








formed a trough down the center. 

At the beginning of the 1955-1956 
academic year, the eighty members of 
the first year class at the University of 
Illinois College of Dentistry were of- 
fered an opportunity to participate in 
this project. Almost all of the students 
started the project and fifty-nine com- 
pleted it. 

Each student used each brush for a 
period of four weeks. Prior to receiv- 
ing a brush each student was given a 
prohylaxis in which care was exercised 
to clean the visible surfaces of the teeth 
as thoroughly as was clinically possible. 
A visual inspection was conducted at 
the end of each four-week period. At 
that time each participant was asked 
to rinse his mouth with a red disclos- 
ing solution, formula for which is 
shown in Table 2; the stained areas 
and other pertinent information were 
carefully recorded on a standard mouth 
chart by one investigator. He did not 
know which brush the student had been 
using. Interviews with the students, is- 
suing of brushes, and keeping of re- 
cords were all handled by the other in- 
vestigator. 


Assignment of Brushes 


Brushes were assigned to the stu- 
dents in a definite order. For example, 
the first student to report used brushes 
B, A, C, and D in that order for four 
weeks each. The second student fol- 
lowed the order A, C, D, B, the third 
C, D, B, A, and so forth. The four- 
week periods were often not consecu- 
tive, since examination and vacation 
periods interfered with any completely 
continuous plan. 

The class was divided on an alpha- 
betical basis into five groups of sixteen 
each. One group was started on the pro- 
ject during the second week of school, 
another the third week, and so on. The 
teeth of the last group to finish were 


inspected prior to the termination of 
the school year. 


Interview of Participants 


Each participant was interviewed in 
a standard manner on the day he 
started on the project. He was asked 
what dentifrice he was using, what his 
brushing habits were, and what denti- 
frice he preferred to use for the dura- 
tion of the project. Two widely mar-

keted brands of toothpaste were do- 
nated by manufacturers for use in this 
investigation, and the subjects were 
allowed to choose one, of these or to 
use any other dentifrice they pleased, 
so long as they used the same denti- 
frice for the duration of the project. 
Incidentally, one subject preferred to 
use salt and soda. 

Participants were also asked to con- 
tinue their current brushing habits for 
the duration of the study, and instruc- 
tion in toothbrushing was intentionally 
avoided. ‘Those who stated that they 
brushed their teeth only once a day 
were asked to increase the number of 
brushings to twice per day for the dur- 
ation of their participation in the pro- 
ject. 

Table 3 summarizes the reported reg- 
ular brushing habits of the partici- 
pants. Our tabulation indicates that 
the time and frequency of toothbrush- 
ing of our study group was similar to 
that in the group studied by Dahl and

Muhler.*1 Times at which the teeth 
were brushed occasionally but not reg- 
ularly were omitted. 

Each student was interviewed at the 
beginning and end of each four-week 
test period. At these times, he was re- 
minded of the necessity of following a 
uniform oral hygiene pattern. Since 
participation was entirely on a volun- 
tary basis, some of the students de- 
cided to drop out when dental work 
was urgently needed, and some were 
eliminated when it became apparent 
they had not followed a uniform brush- 
ing pattern. The level of cooperation 
and interest was good, but not unusual. 

Among those who did not finish the

project, six started with brush A, five 
with brush B, five with C, and five with 
D. Thus, the balance of sequence of 
use was not materially disturbed. In 
order to encourage maximum subject 
cooperation, participants were told in 
advance that they would be informed 
of the results of the investigation. 


Treatment of Data 


The four charts resulting from the 
inspection of each student’s teeth af- 
ter each four-week toothbrush period 
were arranged in descending order of 
overall tooth cleanliness. The brushes

were then scored as shown in Table 4. 

The scoring system is similar to that 
sometimes used in track and field meets. 
The score for first place is six points, 
for second place four points and so 
forth, ties being assigned intermediate 
scores. As an example, Brush A scored 
nineteen firsts, which contributed nine- 
teen times six or 114 points to its total 
score of 206. 

Shortly after each student completed 
the project, but before he was aware of 
the findings, he was aksed to state his 
order of preference for the tooth- 
brushes. The results are shown in 
Table 5. 

An attempt was made to correlate 
degree of tooth cleanliness with the 
dentifrice used and the number of 
times per day the teeth were brushed. 
For this purpose, the cleanest chart 


value indicates the total number of times each 
brush was ranked in each category. 


was chosen for each of the fifty-nine 
subjects. These fifty-nine charts were 
separated into the twenty cleanest, 
twenty least clean and nineteen inter- 
mediate. The results are shown in 
Table 6. The data on teeth free from 
stain are included in the table because 
they might be of interest to others who 
undertake similar investigations. There 
is no definite correlation with denti- 
frice, used while the averages of the 
number of brushings per day were too 
nearly alike to allow any conclusion to 
be reached. 


Summary of Results 
1. Under the conditions of this ex- 


periment, the two-row medium nylon 
brush was more effective in keeping

tested. 


2. Most of the participants preferred 
the nylon brushes to the soft natural 
bristle brush. 

3. The findings suggest indirectly 
that the manner in which the brush is 
used is more important than the ut- 
most care in selection of the brush. 


Discussion of Findings 


» Several questions arise from the re- 
sults of this investigation. For example, 
why did the two-row nylon brush rank 
higher in cleansing efficiency than the 
three-row? The two brushes are almost 
identical in gross dimensions. Also, 
would the natural bristle brush have 
ranked much higher if the students 
had liked it better? 

An interesting observation in this 
study was that mouth cleanliness in the 
participants varied considerably. Irre- 
spective of which brush was used, some 
mouths tended to be consistently dirty, 
some consistently clean, and some con- 
sistently at neither extreme. We hope 
to undertake soon a study of factors 
other than toothbrushing which deter- 
mine mouth cleanliness. 

In a project of this character, un- 
controlled variables are necessarily nu- 
merous. In this particular investiga- 
tion, three uncontrolled factors may 
have decreased the significance of the 
findings. 

First, the mouth examinations were 
not always made at the same time of 
day for any given subject. Second, only 
certain of the groups were in the study 
over .the Christmas and spring holidays 
when environmental conditions were 
unusual. ‘Third, the taking of impres- 
sions of the mouths of the studerits in 
connection with their course.in dental 
technics may have contributed an ex- 
tra cleansing effect in some mouths 
more than others.

work along side of surgeons, especially 
if atomic warfare is unleashed upon 
this country. 

This will not be an entirely new 
role, for many dentists have already 
served with the Armed Forces. Often 
during the Second World War and! 
the Korean conflict dentists subbed as_ 
medical officers. More than a few civil- 
ian babies were delivered on the battle 
fronts with the help of men of the 
medical corps; these men were also in- 
strumental in combatting and treating 
disease. 

Utilization of paramedical person- 
nel, however, (either under the super- 
vision of an M.D. or not), will require 
a training program during peace time, 
during the period of pre-disaster plan- 
ning. It is obvious that such training 
must be conducted by qualified first 
aid teachers (the Red Cross) and by 
the medical profession. Unfortunately, 
like many other civil defense programs, 
the training of dentists for medical 
roles in the event of catastrophe has 
slowed down. Most dentists, as well as 
most civilians, are apathetic in prepar- 
ing for this eventuality. 

Many dentists are skilled in surgical 
techniques. This involves work with 
the bone structure, nerves, and other 
types of tissue that physicians and med- 
ical surgeons must contend with. That 
is why the Armed Forces have used 
dentists and oral surgeons on the bat- 
tle fields. That is also why the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration wants 
dentists to take training courses, so

New Denturist Bill Passes First Committee 


House Bill 1027, introduced by Rep- 


resentatives Walker and Carrigan, was 


passed by the Committee on License 
and Miscellany on May 7. It has now 
gone to the Appropriations Committee 
for passage, because it carries 4 tenta- 
tive appropriation of $25,000 (for ad- 
ministration of the bill by the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education). 

This bill is completely’ parallel to 
House Bill 1118—introduced at the 
1955 Legislative session—in other re- 
spects and would give the “denturists” 
the right to do anything and every- 
thing in the mouth related to dentures 
except take impressions. 

In Springfield during the committee 
passage of this bill were Dr. Paul Clop- 
per, secretary of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society; Dr. Herman Wenger, State 
Society treasurer; Dr. James Donelan, 
chairman of the State Society Public 


Policy Committee; Dr. George Teusch- 
er, dean of Northwestern University 
Dental School; Dr. Sam Kleiman, chair- 
man of the Chicago Dental Society Leg- 
islative Reference Committee; Mr. Gif- 
fen, attorney for the State Society; Mr. 
Porter, C.D.S. attorney; and Mr. Edgar 
Stephens, program director of the 
Chicago Dental Society Law Enforce- 
ment Committee. 

All members of the Illinois State 
Dental Society are urged to’ contact 
their representatives in the Illinois 
Legislature and explain to them the 
dental profession’s position on H.B. 
1027. This is especially important 
where new representatives have been 
elected. 

Above all, remember that until it is 
defeated, H.B. 1027 will continue to 
be a great menace to the dental health 
of the people of Illinois. 
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MARY BURNETT MEADE 
1881-1956 


Dr. Mary B. Meade, 75, of Carmi 
passed away on December 8, 1956 in 
the Carmi Township Hospital where 
she had been a patient. Ten weeks 
prior to her death she was stricken 
with a cerebral hemorrhage and never 
regained consciousness. 

After the drowning of her first hus- 
band she taught for a time in the 
schools for the Indians at Crow Agen- 
cy, Montana, and Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. Then she became a student 
at St. Louis University School of Den- 
tistry, from which she graduated with 
honors in 1907—the only woman in 
the class of 125. She began to practice 
dentistry in her home town of Mc- 
Leansboro in. 1907 and three years 
later married Dr. Clarence Meade of 
Carmi; they established a joint prac- 
tice in Carmi and worked together .un- 
til her husband’s death in 1918. After 
this she continued in the same office 
for nearly thirty-eight years—until she 
suffered from the cerebral thrombosis 
in September 1956. 

_Dr. Mary, as she was known to her 
friends and patients, took great pride 
in her profession and was a loved and 
greatly respected member of her com- 


munity. She was a life member of the . 


American and Illinois State dental so- 
cieties, an active member of the Wa- 
bash River Dental Society, and an as- 
sociate member of the Chicago Dental 
Society. She was also a member of the 
Upsilon Alpha Sorority of Chicago, 
and of a dental fraternity at St. Louis 
University, as well as a former presi- 
dent of the Federation of American 
Women Dentists.. She organized the 
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White County Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and the first public health survey 
in Illinois. Her other activities in- 
cluded the Business and Professional 
Women’s Club, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the Carmi Township Hos- 
pital. 

Perhaps the best thing anyone could 
say about Dr. Mary is that she lived a 
full, happy, and useful life—and epi- 
tomized the ethics of her profession.

WALLA TATE 
1893-1956 


Dr. Walla Tate, 63, died on Christ- 
mas Day, 1956, in the Veterans Admin- 
istration Hospital at St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, and was buried in,.Benton, IIli- 
nois, with full military honors.

EDWARD J. KREJCI 
1892-1957 


Dr. Edward J. Krejci died suddenly 
in. his home in LaGrange, January 7. 
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1957. Ed, as he was affectionately 
known by a great many dentists, served 
the Illinois State Dental Society in 
numerous ways. He probably has the 
distinction of the longest continuous 
service On one committee of any mem- 
ber of the Society; he was a member of 
the Publications Committee and main- 
tained the publication and circulation 
office in LaGrange from September 
1936 until his death. 

He was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Dentistry in 
1915 and was immediately appointed 
to the faculty as instructor in operative 
dentistry. Except for a period of mili- 
tary service (1917-18), he continued 
his faculty association until illness re- 
quired him to take a leave of absence 
in 1944. He became professor emeritus 
September 1, 1949. His kindly disposi- 
tion and warm personality, his appre- 
ciation of precision and beauty made 
him an excellent teacher and endeared 
him to his many students and asso- 
ciates. 

He was a member of Omicron Kappa 
Upsilon Honorary Fraternity and for 
many years was the deputy of Rho 
Chapter of Delta Sigma Delta Fra- 
ternity.

PUBLIC HEALTH MEN DEVELOP WAY 
TO CUT FLUORIDATION COSTS 


Two Public Health Scientists have 
developed a new device to reduce the 
cost of adding fluoride, a tooth decay 
preventive, to city water supplies, the 
Public Health Service announced re- 
cently. 

Present cost of adding fluoride com- 
pounds to drinking water averages ten 
cents per person per year in most sec- 
tions of the country. Development of 
a new dissolver makes it possible to 
use fluorspar, the least costly form of 
fluoride, which can reduce the average 
cost to three cents per person per year. 

The new device was developed by 
F. J. Maier, sanitary engineer director, 
and E. Bellack, chemist, both of the 
Division of Dental Public Health of 
the Public Health Service. An article 
describing the results of their research 


was published in the January issue of 
the Journal of the American Water 
Works Association. 

Previously it was not practical to use 
fluorspar in water supplies, despite its 
lower cost, because it does not dissolve 
readily. With the new piece of water 
works equipment, the fluoride in the 
fluorspar becomes available in the pre- 
sence of alum, a chemical presently 
used in many water plants to clarify 
water. After an alum solution has dis- 
solved the fluorspar, it is fed into the 
water by a solution feeder, a machine 
commonly used in water treatment pro- 
cesses. 

The new dissolver, which has been 
field tested for more than six months, 
is not yet on the market, but its manu- 
facture by private industry is expected 
to begin in the near future. 

Fluoridated drinking water is now 
available to one-fourth of the people 
using local public water supplies—over 
30 million people in more than 1400 
cities and towns. Studies indicate tooth 
decay is reduced as much as two-thirds 
among children drinking fluoridated 
water since birth.

that they may train themselves for 
what amounts to the life-saving work 
of physicians in case of disaster. 

The potential role of the dentist in 
a catastrophe is occasionally minimized 
because of a certain professional ani- 
mosity between dentists and physicians. 


The latter are often a little too zealous 
in protecting their perogatives. Much 
of this feeling disappears, however, 
when both the dentist and the physi- 
cian realize the following: Once the 
dentist has completed his basic Red 
Cross civil defense training, his more 
advanced training can be secured on- 
ly from the medical profession. It is 


also essential for every physician and 
dentist to remember that in a time of 
atomic disaster, unless the dentist can 
take the place of the physician—where 
there is none—thousands of lives will 
be needlessly lost. 

Whether the dentist takes civil de- 
fense training or not, in time of atomic 
attack he will not be working on pa- 
tients sitting in a dental chair. By vir- 
tue of his profession he will be trying 
to ease pain by any means possible and 
save lives by whatever surgical means 
he is capable of in any surroundings 
where he may be. That is why the 
dentist should prepare himself now!
